Those 
were the prices before the latest de- 
cree of the bess barbers became ef- 
fective. Now 75 cents for a trim has 
been set as a standard price for week 
days.” 

Recently the loop barbers raised the

Savannah, Ga., Feb. 7.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.]—The last American 
troops returned from the Rhine today 
and looked upon the homeland for the 
first time in five years. 

With their soldier husbands, the Ger- 
man wives of sixty-five of them gazed 
for the first time upon the land they 
are to call home. From the deck of the 
army transport St. Mihiel, the soldiers’ 
wives responded to the friendly greet- 
ing sent them from throngs ashoré and 
answered critical glances with smiles. 

While the troopers prepared to land 
amid the greatest reception Savannah 
has ever staged, the foreign born 
wives discussed the relation of a sol- 
dier’s pay, now just $30 and not hun- 
dreds of thousands of marks, to the 
cost of living. 

Pay Basis of Argument. 

The four French and two Belgian 
brides aboard the transport buried na- 
tional animosities and conjectured on 
the manner of reception America will 
extend to them.

This improvement 
would save the farmers and interior manufacturers 
and consumers millions of dollars annually in 
freight rates. It would save vast sums through 
the substitution of white coal for black, which now 
burdens northeastern railroads. | 

And while we are still working and waiting for 
this canal we are told that we may have another 
to parallel one already connecting Pacific and At- 
jantic oceans. We ¢an name eighteen states which 
would say “no” to that. Is there one which would 
say “yes”? Why build another interoceanic 
canal? Because the Panama cana] cannot carry 
the traffic? The profit, and presumably the traffic, 
of that canal has increased 50 per cent in a year, 
and still it i» carrying less than 40 per cent of 
capacity. Because the Nicaragua route would be 
three days shorter? The present route is already 
short enough to allow eastern Oregon and Idaho 
lumber to be shipped by rail to the coast, by boat 
through the canal, and by rail from New York 
into Ohio in competition with rail freights direct 
from Idaho to Ohio. Because the Nicaragua route 
would be more easily defended?

That being the case, they pitched in 
about four years ago to have an open 
air school room. They have forty-five 
children in their school. It costs them 
but little more to teach these forty-five 
children than it would if they had been 
kept in ordinary rooms. In fact, by the 
time, repeating sickness, absenteeism, 
and other factors of that kind have been 
figured in there may not be any addi- 
tional cost. Not all of these children are 
tuberculous. Open air and open window 
schools are helpful in many conditions 
other than tuberculosis. Some, while not 
tuberculous, have been exposed to tuber-

SCHOOL SPORTS DEAD? 


QUIZ HIGHLAND PARK

Deerfield-Shields High school of High- 
land Park, Ill., a member of the Subur- 
ban league and football prep cham- 


pion of 1921, yesterday secured one 
of the finest and largest athletic fields 
in the country through the purchase 
by the board of education of thirty-

The addition fronts 842 feet on West

Two ofthe 
stands will be portable and before the 
baseball season opens will be moved 
over to accommodate the horsehide pa- 
trons. The diamond itself will jut 
out from the southwest corner. 

A quarter mile track, 28 feet wide, 
will circle the gridiron, the most nota- 
ble feature of which is to be a 220 yard 
straightaway on the east side. Seven 
courts will take care of net activities, 
four for boys and three for girls, who 
also will have their own hockey field.

in Bible classes than ever before in the 
history of the church. There are near- 
ly 5,000,000 enrolled in the Sunday 
\schools of the Methodist Episcopal 
church and the average attendance Is 
the highestiPecoPded.” 

James V. Thompson, another speak- 
er, declared the plan of providing week- 
day religious instruction in the various 
churches was working for unity and 
good feeling. | 

“It is a pleasant experilenee,” he 
said, “ to see Catholic, Jewish and Prot- 
estant children walking along together 
in pleasant conversation and then each 
group separating at some corner and 
going to his or her own church for 
religious instruction. Our work, is not 
to make America either Catholic, Prot- 
estant, or Jewish, but to urndergird it 
with religious and moral ideals which 
will make for good citizenship.”
